the first, Barnabas ap- 
pears as a man of substance. He 
was possessed of property, which

with

Church, when the first Impulse of 
Socialism swept over the Jerusa- 
lem dlsclpleshlp. He was a citizen 
of the Island of Cyprus, whose na- 
tive Initiative had carried him Into 
the larger field of Jerusalem life.

The latesht crisis arose Monday 


when German Communists, backed, 
by Russian troops, burst into the 
city hall. 


Since the war Germany has been 


divided into (our big zones: Ameri- 
can, Russian, British, French. 


And Berlin. Germany's biggest 


city, has ben divided into four sec- 
tors: American, Russian, 
British, 


French. 


Each nation is sole boss in its 


own zone and its own sector. This 
was agreed on when Germnay fell 
and relations between Russia and 
the three western 
nations 
were 


pretty good. 


Four Can't Agree 


Although the four nations have 


not been able to agree on setting 
up :t new German government for 
Germany as a whole, in 1946 they 
agreed to let the people of Berlin 
have a city government. 


So they let the Germans In all 


lour sectors of the city elect an 
assembly of about 130 members, a. 


kind of legislature. 


Three times recently the assem- 


bly tried to meet but couldn't be- 
caus German Communists raised 
sych a rumpus at city hall. That 
city hall, by th way, Is in the Rus- 
sian sector of Berlin, and Berlin U 
in the Russian zone of Germany. 


On Monday the assembly tried to 


meet again. German Communists,, 
backed by Russian troops who pa- 
trolled the streets outside, stormed 
the cltv hall. 


Most Assemblymen Flee 


All but 34 or 35 of the assembly- 


men were scared so badly that they 
fled from the city hall and the Rus- 
sian sector into the Americun-Brit- 
ish-French sectors. The fugitive as- 
semblymen are talking of carrying 
on their work there. 


The 34 or 35 assemblymen who 


didn't flee are talking of carrying 
on the assembly's work in the Rus- 
sian sector. They're members of 
the Socialist Unity jarty, made up 
of Socialists and Communists con- 
trolled by the Russians. 


So wo may yet see two separate 


assemblies, each claiming to be the 
only lawful one. 


The confusion started sometime 


ago among the four military gov- 
ernors In Germany. The top rep- 
resentative of each of the 
four 


occupying powers is called a mili- 
tary governor.
